Examination of Rodents. 

Rats and mongoose have been examined in Hawaii as follows: 
Week ended July 12, 1913— Hilo, 1,560; Honokaa, 1,442. No 
plague-infected rodent was found. 

SUMMARY, YEAR ENDED JUNE 30, 1913. 

During the period from July 1, 1912, to June 30, 1913, rats and mon- 
goose were examined at Hilo and Honokaa as follows: Hilo, 50,595, 
with 3 rodents found plague infected; Honokaa, 93,042, with 17 
rodents found plague infected. 
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
